Nothing in agricultural science or 
practice may be mentioned with more 
assurance than the beneficial effect 
ot lime on easily puddled 
stiff clay 
soils. 
This 
is so early a m atter of 
common knowledge th at the w’onder 
Is th a t anyone will worry along with 
such soils year after year, and even 
from one generation to another, while 
th e possible increase in yield in a 
single year will often pay for the nec­ 
essary lime. 
The trouble w ith such soils is due 
to the extrem e fineness of the a rti­ 
cles. 
All th e soils are very much finer 
than 
most of the people would read­ 
ily believe, and the clay soils are the 
finest of all. 
Soils consisting largely 
of clay particles are likely to be too 
j compact. 
Normal movement of air 
I and w ater and easy generation ot 
roots are impossible. 
These very fine 
particles, when wet, tend to stick to­ 
gether; if worked wet they form a 
plastic mass, which, on drying shrinks 
and becomes very hard. 
If a handful of such soil be worked 
Into a plastic mass it will become 
very hard when dry; but if the rost 
be repeated with clays to which a 
small quantity of caustic linie ha> 
been added the m ass when dry will 
crucible easily betw een the ting* rs. 
Lime destroys the adhesiveness 
clays, making them more open 
low and easy to w*ork. 
Air, water 
and plant roots can get through them 
much more easily. 
They suffer less 
from extrem es of w et aiul dry w eath­ 
er. 
They respond more generously j 
to cultivation and m anuring 
I-or the | 
purpose in question two or th ree tons 
of burnt lime per acre should be ap­ 
plied 
The very m arked im provem ent 
so easily accomplished is noticeable 
for many years; it is indeed one of 
the most enduring effects ot lime. 


Insect parasites are the cause of a 
great deal of annoyance and loss 
to 
poultrymien. Some essential m easures 
as outlined by George M. Turpin for 
their control are: 
H ave the poultry houses separated 
from all other farm buildings. 
Have all the interior fixtures of the 
poultry houses, such as roost-poles, 
nest boxes, feed hoppers, 
dropping 
doards, etc., removed 
so 
th a t every 
part of the interior can be readily 
¿leaned and sprayed. 
Keep a good dust batli to which the 
fowls may have access at all times 
of th e day. 
Common road dust 
with 
fine ashes and powdered sulphur or 
air-slacked lime added in excellent. 
The road dust should 
be gathered 
during dry w eather for use during 
the winter. 
Spray the coops and fixtures with 
a good whitewash twice each year, 
adding two pounds of salt and one- 
fourth gallon of crude carbolic acid 
to every 50 galons of the spraying 
mixture. 
Setting hens should have access to 
a good dust bath such as mentioned 
above. If lice are found later on th»* 
chicks, rub lard in 
the feathers of 
the head and throat, and in bad cases 
also u n aer the w ings.

T he purpose

erty in the w ay of dam age to vege­ 
tables, fruits, 
flowers 
and 
trees. 
Those figures 
do n’t 
mean much as 
they stand, but if the house you live 
ir is worth 
$2,000—and 
we guess 
that the value of th e average home 
throughout the country, 
taking the 
shacks and the palaces into account, 
isn’t much above th at—you can get a 
b itte r realization of w hat they mean 
by im agining 400,000 
homes, or as 
many buildings as th ere are in 
the 
city of Chicago, going up in sm oke. 
Now-, it wouldn't he fair to claim 
th a t if we fully protected the birds 
all of this insect dam age would he 
saved. Besides, in saving it the birds 
would take some toll of the salvaged 
fiu it and grain. For, of course, the 
1 laborer is w orthy of his hire— when 
he can get it. And the birds have this 
advantage over hum an w-orkers: they 
can fix their own w-ages and collect 
it as they toil. Yet it isn’t conceiva­ 
ble that they could do as much dam ­

Amount lacreases at Almost Regular 
Rate From Time of Tasselircg Un­ 
til Crop Is Ripe. 


Prof. J. H. Shepard, dean of agri­ 
culture, 
North 
Dakota 
agricultural 
college, says the amount of dtry m at­ 
ter in a cornfield increases at almost 
a regular rate from the ttme of’tassel- 
ing until ripe. 
In round nunrbers it 
is as follows: 
W hen in silk it has 
twice as much dry m atter as \then in 
tassel, when in milk three 
times, 
^ h e n glazed four tim et, a n d when 
ripe five tim es as much a a wHen in 
tassel. 
The digestible m atter i£so in­ 
creases as the corn m atures, so that 
the increase in dry m atter is iweau less 
than the increase in digestible m atter 
per acre. 
W ith these facts fcn mind 
one cannot be left in doubt a s-to the 
im portance of allowing corn to be­ 
come as near ripe as possible betfore 
cut for fodder. 
It should not be ¿left, 
however, after it 
í b ripe, 
for 
the 
leaves to be broken off byt the wind 
and the digestible m atter bleached 
out by rain and dews. 
The- common 
mistake, however, is for thta grow er 
to cut it too early.

Silage is an excellent ration for 
horses, economic 
in character 
and 
wholesome in use. 
The Pennsylvania 
station gives the results of horse feed­ 
ing test where silage was compared 
with hay and other forage. 
“The horse fed silage as a portion 
of their ration consumed less grain, 
made their gains at a lesser cost per 
pound, were sleeker and better fin­ 
ished than those fed 011 rations not 
containing silage.” 
In this test they noted that silage 
could be fed in amounts varying from 
five to twenty pounds per day. 
They 
recommended silage free from mold 
and made from corn fairly well ma­ 
tured. 
They also 
advised 
against 
feeding horses large 
quantities 
of 
silage, especially after coming in from 
heavy work when they are in a heated 
condition. 
The Michigan Experiment Station 
has been feeding horses for many 
years on silage and favors its use, 
especially for * horses not at heavy 
work. 
In a test made some years ago 
with seven teams of work horses, one 
horse of each team was fed hay ^nd 
grain, while the other received small 
amounts of hay and grain with about 
iiften pounds of corn silage. 
These 
teams were doing 
moderate 
work. 
The experiment lasted twelve wreeks 
and the following results were noted: 
The silage-fed horses showed an av­ 
erage gain of five pounds per head. 
Besides the increase in body w*eight 
the driver noted that the silage fed 
horses worked fully as well and did 
not appear to be any softer than those 
not receiving silage. 
The silage-fed 
horses showed a better finish and 
sleeker coats.

Minn.) 
The early chick is the most profit­ 
able, yet there is profit on 
the 
late 
chick provided it is not too late. 
There is a n exceptionally large de­ 
mand for 
lightweight 
roasters 
and 
broilers of from two to two and a half 
pounds. 
This furnishes 
a 
splendid 
opportunity for those who wish to rear 
and 
m arket 
chicks 
without 
being 
obliged to house 
them. 
Hatched 
In 
May nr June, they should easily weigh 
tw’o or two and one-half pounds before 
October 1. If especially well fed, they 
should reach that w’eight still earlier.

Answer.—^There should be no dillicul- 
ty experienced in reconciling these two 
statem ents when we consider atten­ 
tively the sacred narrative. 
In Mat­ 
thew ’s account wo find it stated th at 
Herod, when he discovered that the 
‘‘wise m en” had left the country w ith­ 
out informing him of the tim e and 
place of the Savior’s birth, was ex­ 
ceedingly angry and sent ami slew all 
qf the children that w ere in Bethlehem, 
and in all th e coasts thereof, from two 
years old and under, aeeoréimg to the time 
which lie had diligently inquired of the 
wise men. 
Evidently then, it was 
quite some time after the Lord’s birth, 
perhaps a year or more, before Herod 
resorted to the extreme measure of 
slaying all the children from two years| 
old and under. 
Herod knew’ the time, 
approximately, of the Savior’s birth 
(verse 7.), and therefore, there would 
have been 
no reasonable cause for 
slaying the children up to th e age of 
tw o years, unless nearly that time had 
elapsed from the apj>earanee of the 
Star of Bethlehem announcing the ad­ 
vent of the Lord. It may have been 
several mouths after Jesus’ public pres­ 
entation in the Tem ple before Joseph 
and Mary journeyed down into Egypt.

QUALITIES OF A DAIRY HERO 


Bull Should Be Pure-Bred and Regis­ 
tered Besides Possessing Other 
Good Features. 


(By C. R. SAMSON. Instructor of Ani­ 
mal Industry, Oregon Agricultural Col­ 
lege.) 
i t 
{ 
In selecting a bull to head the dairy : 
herd, it is not enough that the animal 
be a puiv bred and registered 
bull. 
H should have both of these, it is true, 
but in addition he should be from an 
advanced registry dam. ♦If this is im­ 
possible because there 
are no ad­ 
vanced registry cows in the locality, 
the bull should be the calf of a cow 
which is known to be a fairly heavy 
milker, a high tester, and a persistent 
milker. His sire should be a register 
of merit animal, if possible. 
The animal which fs being select- 
ed, must be a good representative of 1 
his breed, and strong in constitutional 
vigor and masculinity. 
If he is old 
enough to be considered a tested sire 
—that is, if he has daughters which 
have been milking 
for a year—it 
should be seen that his offspring have 
uniformly inherited the excellent qual- 1 
ities of their sire. 
When selecting a new herd bull one 
should not be in too big a hurry to 
get rid of the old one, until his heif­ 
ers have sh*wn their quality. 
Know*, if possible, what the old one 
has done, as well as what the new one 
will probably do, before the change U 
made complete!*

¡■Hate Bryan felt obliged to defend 


himself again yesterday against the 


flood of critkism that has poured in 
upon him on account of his absence 
from Washington on the Chautauqua 
platform. 


Mr. Bryan issted a 
statement 
in 
which he announces that his forth­ 
coming six 
weeks’ 
speaking 
tour 


would be liis vacation. 
He reiterate* 


his statem ent that he was unable to 


li/e within his salary of $12,000 a 
year and added that he is sacrificing 
$40,000 net inx>me by serving as sec­ 
retary of state for four years. 
Mr. 
Bryan acknowledges that in the last 
seventeen years he has saved $170, 
099. 
Here is Mr. Bryan’s statement: 
‘ I am glad to have 
the 
criticism 
brought to my attention. I believe in 
criticism of public officials. Criticism 
is helpful. If a man makes a mistake 
criticism enables him to correct it 
if he is unjustly criticised the criti­ 
cism helps him. 
1 have 
had 
mv 
share of criticism since I have been 
in public life, but it has not prevent­ 
ed my doing what I thought proper 
to do. 
“ In devoting a part of my vacation 
to lecturing 1 am doing what I l>e- 
lieve to be proper, and I have no 
lear whatever that any unbiased per­ 
son will criticise me when he knows 
the facts. 
“For seven leen years the sources 
of my income have been writing and 
lecturing, but each year I have made 
more public speeches 
without 
com­ 
pensation and when 1 have paid my 
own traveling expenses than I have 
where compensation 
was 
received. 
My earning capacity has been large 
and I have mane not only an income 
sufficient for my 
immediate 
needs, 
but have saved on an average, some­ 
times more than $10,000 a year. 
“In accepting the office which I 
now hold I gave up the opportunity 
to add to my accumulations, for I do 
not expect to increase 
during 
my 
term the amount I have laid aside*— 
that is, I am willing to forego what­ 
ever advantage 1 might derive from 
the acquiring of $40,000 more for the 
privilege of Serving the country in 
this office during the 
coming 
four 
years. 
1 will do more it necessary, 
but I do not believe that fairminded 
people will ask it of me. 
Therefore, 
until I see some reason for changing 
my 
purpose 
I 
expect 
to 
lecture 
enough to bring my income up to my 
expenses, ihese lectures to be deliv­ 
ered during the time that other of­ 
ficials give to their vacations. 
“In addition to supplementing my 
salary, Í hope that my lectures do 
good—people who attend them would 
not do so if they did not think they 
received their money’s worth, but I 
would be glad to spend my vacations 
resting instead of lecturing if I could 
do so without eating in upon the 
amount that I have laid away as a 
protection against old age.” 
Secretary Bryan’s home in W ash­ 
ington is the old mansion of Gen. 
John A. Logan, for which he pays 
$4,(KM) a 
year. 
Former 
Secretary 
Knox, who rented a house in diplo­ 
matic row' on fashionable K street, 
paid $7000 a year, though during his 
term of office he received a salary 
of only $8000, because the salary of 
secretary of state 
was 
increased 
while he was senator and he was de- 
barrril from enjoying the increase 
by a constitutional provision. 
The historians of Washington point 
out that many of Mr. Bryan's prede­ 
cessors 
in 
comparatively 
recent 
years were 
wealthy. 
John 
Hay’s 
house on the avenue of the presi­ 
dents was one of the show places of 
Washington. 
Secretary 
Bryan has 
the use of certain horses and equiit- 
ages which belong to the state de­ 
partment, but he often 
prefers 
to 
drive his own automobile.
